through both bouses of Congress, 
and it should be signed by the Pres- 
ident, it will not even then have se- 
cured the sanction of the greet 
masses of the loyal men of the Na- 
tion. It can not be successfully de- 
nied that at a critical period Gen- 
eral Porter allowed his personal en- 
mity to his superior to blind him to 
his duty and imperil the army and 
the cause of the Union. Years of 
time have brought multitudes of 
people into active duty who have no 
conception of the perils of that pe- 
riod. Time and distance have mol- 
lified and softened men on both 
•ides. This, together with partisan 
clamor, 'has made the persistence 
and importunity of General Porter 
in a measure effectual. 
If the va- 


rious generals commanding divisions 
of General Pope's army at the battle 
of Ball Bun bad acted B similar part 
to that of Fitz John Porter the 
army of General Pope would have 
been destroyed, and\ Washington 
would have been seized and backed, 
and the Union cause imperiled al- 
most beyond relief.

The President Favor* the Eight-Hour 


Law. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—At a recent 


meeting of the committee on labor of the 
House of Representatives 
statement-) 


were made that the spirit of tbe Right- 
Hour law was being openly violated, 
Ignored or evaded in certain of the Gov- 
ernment 
departments, and 
Chairman 


O'Neill was empowered to present the 
House resolution of inquiry directed to 
tbe various secretaries, asking in direct 
terms whether the law was being en- 
forced by them. Pending the introduc- 
tion of the resolution Mr. O'Neill sought 
an audience with the President, which 
was granted yesterday afternoon and 
lasted lor over an hour. 


On the matter of the eight-hour law the 


President said: 
"I believe that the law 


is a sound one and a good one, and that 
It should be enforced to the letter. I 
have uo Information regarding Instances 
of Its violation or evasion, but if such in- 
stances are presented to me I will see 
that the abuse is remedied and the full 
spirit of the law enforced, which I under- 
stand to be to pay workmen in the gov- 
ernment employ for eight hours' work 
daily what is paid outside the government 
employ for a full day's work. The gov- 
ernment can not afford to set the example 
of non-enforcement and non-observance 
of its own enactments." 


Tbe President further said: "I appre- 


ciate the effect upon the mechanics of the 
country of the constantly increasing use 
of labor-saving machinery, and I can 
think of no more practical relief for the 
unemployed surplus of labor than the oc- 
cupation by it ol the public lands, f do 
not hesitate to say that I am heartily In 
lavor o{ any feasible plan for the encour- 
agement and assistance of prospective 
American settlers upon the public domain 
by the general Government." 


Death of Oongretiman Rankin. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Congressman 


Joseph Bankln, of Wisconsin, who has 
been critically ill for several weeks, died 
here yesterday afternoon of Bright's dis- 
ease. 
Congressman Rankin was born in 


New Jersey in 1833. He served In the 
Wisconsin Legislature eleven years, and 
in the Forty-eighth Congress.

Brown had 
served one term and had been re-elected 
for a second, but the Governor declined 
to approve his bond, alleging that certain 
tees (or examining banks received by the 
Auditor had not been accounted for. 
Brown offered to deposit the amount of 
the fees in the bank and awaH the deter- 
mination of the case in the courts, agree- 
ing to cover them Into the treasury if 
the court so decreed, otherwise he would 
keep them as the custom had been. 
Brown further alleged that what troubled 
the Governor waa not the fees retained, 
but the fact that the Auditor had bome 
down with a heavy hand- on certain in- 
surance companies, of one of which the 
Governor was president, and in which 
several prominent politicians were di- 
rectors, but which has since gone out of 
business, and compelled It to put an ad- 
ditional 910,000 as security to its policy- 
holders. 
The summary expulsion of 


Brown, who was a one-armed soldier, by 
armed militia, created a great sensation 
and caused much indignation. 


The deposed Auditor tried to carry hie 


trouble before the Republican convention, 
bat he was cleverly flanked by the man- 
agers and shut out. The issue cut quite 
a figure in the campaign, the Democrats 
making quite a handle of it; but the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor kept his 
own counsel and declined to commit him- 
self for or against Brown's reinstate- 
ment. Soon after his inauguration, how- 
ever, he began a quiet investigation of 
Brown's administration and as a result 
the keys ol the Auditor's office were 
taken from the acting officer and given to 
the rightful possessor. The Iowa in- 
surance companies have bitterly fought 
the restoration of Brown, and now that 
lie returns to the discharge of his official 
duties they naturally expect lie will make 
it interesting lor them.

BURNED ALIVE. 


F!T« Paupers Incinerated in tha Bur^iaff 


oi a Michigan County Houae. i% 


JACKSON, MICH., Jan. 25.—The county 


house burned at one o'clock yesterday 
morning. There were forty inmates. All 
escaped but flve, who perished hi the 
flames. Their remains were brought to 
the city yesterday. The people who per- 
ished were: Dolly Martin, aged sixty, in- 
sane, an inmate for twelve years; Kute 
Avory, aged seventy, insane, an inmate 
for ten years; Jane Atkins, aged seventy, 
insane, an inmate for ten years; ZSna 
Boyton, aged ninety-two, deal; Charles 
Elliott, aged seventy-two, blind. 


The building is situated in a lonely 


spot about four miles from the city. It 
was recently built at a cost of 812,000. 
The flre caught in some unknown manner 
in the kitchen. The whole interior wa.« 
destroyed. The thermometer at the time 
was 10 deg. below zero. The inmates 
lost their clothing and fled In the snow In 
a naked condition. Thirty of the paupers 
were brought to the city and housed. 
Some of them will die from exposure.

1 years old was found in his bed, the flre 


falling upon his back, and was rescued by

besides the inmates about the place when 
the flre broke out, and they rescued the 
inmates before help arriv«d.

Lord Salisbury Really the Friend 


of a Liberal Policy in 


Ireland, 


Bat, Being Handicapped By an Ignorant 


and Prejudiced Aristocracy, Ta Pow- 


erless to Accomplish Anything, I 


He Will Take an Early Opportunity to 


Resign and LeaveOthe Woik 


to Gladstone. 


LONDON, Jan. 24.—Lord Salisbury Is 


tired of his attempt to govern the Brit- 
ish Empire with the Tory party, and 
wishes to resign. It can be said on next 
to the highest authority that the Premier 
expects to relinquish office within the 
next three weeks. Your correspondent's 
informant says: "Salisbury wonld like to 
settle the Irish question on a broad, lib- 
eral basis, but he can not do it with such 
a party as he has. His colleagues wish 
him to crush the Irish. He can't bring 
himself to do anything of the kind, and 
for this reason he 
will bring about 


the defeat of the Government in order to 
obtain a jnstiflcation for retiring from 
power." 


The minister, who gave this startling 


piece of intelligence, was asked if he 
knew what were the prime minister's 
personal views on the Irish situation, 
and he said: 'Lord Salisbury entertains 
none of the fears professed by the Con- 
servatives, that, if Ireland had home rule, 
the Irish would become practically a hos- 
tHe people. He admitted 
to me re- 


cently 
that 
he 
believed 
that 
the 


»nly 
hostility 
ever 
eatertained 
by 


ihe 
people 
of 
Ireland 
toward 


England could be entirely accounted for 
by the coercive nature of the relations be- 
tween the two countries. He went fur- 
;her, and said he was of the opinion that 
if Ireland were made free she would 
voluntarily seek even a closer relation- 
ship with England than the one no\v 
maintained by force, and would become 
a most valuable and powerful ally, in- 
stead of being, as now, a dissatisfied, 
troublesome, rebellious and continuous- 
ly expensive province. 
Lord Salisbury 


maintains that the 
very situation of 


Ireland would make her freedom inure 
eventually to England's advantage. This 
situation he points out, differs from that 
of Belgium and Switzerland in this: That 
whereas Belgium and Switzerland are 
surrounded by powers all equally covet 
oas of their territory, 
and 
therefore 


equally interested in maintaining their in- 
dependence, Ireland's coittizuity is con- 
fined to great Britain, and the interna- 
tional interests of the two countries 
would be identical if they were neighbors 
and not landlord and tenant." 


"But," went on the minister, "it must 


be admitted that British parties, as re- 
flected in Parliament, represent the com- 
mercial and land interests rather than 
those ol the peasantry, although the en- 
larged franchise will undoubtedly change 
this eventually. The land interest ot 
England thoroughly 
sympatliixes with 


that of Ireland, partly from 
affinity and 


also because the majority of the Irish 
landlords are Englishmen, resident in 
Great Britain. But the tend interest of 
Great Britain, the greatest after its com- 
mercial interest, has nothing like a cor- 
rect idea of how insignificant a minority 
the land-owners of Ireland are of it's 
whole population, nor of the really for- 
eign nature of their proprietary. They 
have become convinced that Nationalism 
in Ireland is Identical with what com- 
munism would be in England, and of 
course they are easily aroused to flght it 
down. 


"The Irish Tories understand how to 


keep this English hostility alive, and they 
manage to make nearly all the ordinary 
violations of the law in Irelaad appear to 
Englishmen as crimes against property. 
As it happens that, while the number of 
arrests in Ireland, where the police are 
numerous and alert, averages much great- 
er than in England, where the officers of 
the law are not so plentiful nor so enter- 
prising, it appears to the Englishman 
that the Irish people spend most of their 
time attacking the vested rights, and he 
is thus kept perpetually disposed to rule 
them with an iron hand." 


When asked U there were ne statesmen 


In the Conservative party wrfo knew bet- 
ter the minister replied- "Yes, Lord 
Salisbury is just as well informed on this 
whole business as Mr. Gladstone is, and, 
in my opinion, just as well disposed." 


"Well, then, why don't he settle It?" 
"Because he can't. His party com- 


prises the bulte of the British land Inter- 
est. 
In this case that meaBa the bvijk of 


the Ignorance and prejudice which stand 
against a fair settlement of the question, 
and as the ignorant and prejudiced con- 
stitute the majority of the English aris- 
tocracy, the most enlightened and liberal 
aristocracy in the world, and the potent 
element ol the Conservatory party, Lord 
Salisbury, In an attempt to pass a liberal 
measure, wonld simply be left without a 
party. 


"Mr. Gladstone, however, does not 


represent the aristocracy, but the busi- 
ness men and peasantry of the nation. If 
he wishes to attempt a settlement of the 
Irish question, in my opinion he can do 
It, and will attempt it when the govern- 
ment abandons the work," 


Every phase of the situation bears out 


the prospect suggested by the above in- 
formant. 
Lord Salisbury 
wrote the 


Queen's speech. It did not oppose home 
rule, but opposed separation. The Irish 
have not as yet asked for the latter or 
even intimated that they ever wonld ask 
for It. Ol course, the majority of the 
Tories believe that home rule and separa- 
tion are identical, hence that paragraph 
was simply a political play upon their 
prejudices.

Salisbury is opposed to it, because of its 
injustice and because he believes that the 
Parnellites would really increase their 
membership. 
He is at present disposed 


to resign on the tirst occasion which pre- 
sents itself and<lirow the whole burden 
of settling the Irish question upon Mr. 
Gladstone. 


The cabinet.'atftheir'meetiug yesterday, 


decided to give precedence in the parlia- 
mentary business to the proposal to 
change the rules of procedure. 
As this 


contains a clause making one hundred 
votes instead of forty necessary to a mo- 
tion to adjourn before business, it is pos- 
sible that it may prove the downfall of 
the ministry, because the Parnellites be- 
lieve it is intended to deprive their eighty- 
six members of their present power tt 
lawfully obstruct business, and will op- 
pose it and insist on the Liberals helping 
them defeat the Government. Salisbury 
has declared that he will resign the mo- 
ment the Parnellites and Liberals com- 
bine, and they will perhaps give him an 
opportunity of carrying out his desire to 
relinquish office. 


Lord Hartington, Secretary for War in 


Mr. Gladstone's Cabinet, has decided to 
adopt an independent course on the Irish 
question. 
Much fuss is being made by 


(he Conservatives over this, and they pre- 
tend to believe that Hartington will dis- 
rupt the Liberal party. Lord Hartington 
has, however, less influence i,n the Liberal 
party than even Sir Charles Dilke, and his 
loss of power has been due also to pri- 
vate scandal, liable to be made public at 
any time. Neither gentleman can afford 
to malre himself very obstreperous just 
now. 
Mr. Gladstone long agoxlccided to 


exclude Hartington from any cabinet he 
might be called upon to form and thie de- 
cision undoubtedly has influenced the err- 
ing man's present political course as much 
as anything else. It is known tbat Mr. 
Gladstone, with a view to emergencies, 
has been busily engaged lor some days 
in selecting men for a possible Liberal 
Cabinet and securing an understandin 
with them. He has resolved to secure 
unity, and will require from every Minis- 
ter a full and unqualified acceptance of 
certain proposals for a solution of the 
home rule question,' including amend- 
ments to the Irish land act and the laud 
purchase act. It can be said on good au- 
thority that Mr. Gladstone nas matured a 
scheme for granting tenants in Ireland 
a perpetuity of tenure. 
The scheme, it 


is said, will make all holdings copy- 
hold, and the rents reducible in exact 
proportion to the full values of their 
agricultural produce. It will also era- 
power tenants to redeem quit rents at a 
fixed price and obtain from the govern - 
ment cash advances on easy terms. Th 
entire plan will comprise an attempt to 
include so many and such extensive re 
forms that it may either be acceptable ti 
the Parnellites in place of a mote nominal 
home rule measure for the present, or 
else secure the support of the Whias in 
the event of the failure of a more radical 
measure. 


The Right Hon WilliainUIeury Snntli, 


the present millionaire Chief Secretan 
for Ireland, has prepared for the Govern- 
ment a bill having for its object the car- 
rying out of the Salisbury plan of buy 
out the landlords of Ireland.

CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—Dwight L. Moody, 


the evangelist, at a meeting Friday after- 
noon, made an appeal for places of wor- 
ship for the poor. He said that what was 
needed was a capital of two hundred anc 
fifty thousand dollars—fifty thousand dol- 
lars to be invested in cheap houses of 
worship over the city and the balance 
placed at interest. The suggestion met 
with a good deal of encouragemen t 
Young Mr. Cyrus H. McCormick offered 
to subscribe fifty thousand dollars, and 
it is said afterward agreed to make it one 
hundred thousand dollars. Other gen 
tlemen offered to subscribe, and it is un- 
derstood that an organization will be at 
once perfected to carry out Mr. Moody's 
proposal. 


Although the announcement was made 


in one of the morning papers, and appar- 
ently substantiated in all but one of the 
afternoon papers, as to the supposed be- 
quest of Mr. McCormick of §100,000 to- 
ward the founding of the

home suggested by Mr. Moody, it now 
appears that Mr. McCormick denies hav- 
ing made the generous proposal attrib- 
uted to him.

SLEEP WALKING FEEAKS. 


A Nocturnal Student and an In- 


dustrious Butcher.

It is now some thirty years or more" 


since I began life as a commercial trav- 
eler. During- my travels on the road I 
have both seen and heard much that 
would make the poor penned-up citi- 
zens open their eyes with wonder. To 
those who are of active habits, and to 
whom the trammels of office work 
would prove irksome and unendurable, 
the life of a commercial traveler ap- 
pears all that could be desired. To me 
its greatest attraction consists in the 
never-ending change of scene and soci- 
ety it entails. Every day one comes in 
contact with strange faces, makes short 
but pleasant acquaintances, and is en- 
abled to study character in ita ever- 
varying form. 


It was on one of my first journeys in 


the Midland counties that I found my- 
self compelled, one wet, disagreeable 
afternoon, to cut short my day'* work 
and to put up at the only inn worthy of 
the name of which the village could 
boast. Fortunately the host proved a 
homely, sociable fellow, ready to do all 
in his power to render me comfortable, 
so that my regret at being forced to 
take refuge in such an out-of-the-way 
place soon disappeared. After having 
satisfied my hunger and finished what 
writing I had to do, I repaired to the 
parlor to see what was going on, for I 
thoroughly enjoy a chat after my day's 
work, and soon manage to get on 
friendly terms with those whom I may 
meet. On this occasion there were but 
four persons present when I took my 
scat and lighted my pipe. One. was a 
ruddy-faced countryman enjoying his 
rmig of ale; another, a gentleman-farm- 
er in the neighborhood; the third per- 
son present, a doctor from London; and 
the fourth, a shabby-genteel-looking 
individual with a dissipated look, whom 
I afterward learned was the son of a 
neighboring clergyman. 


When I entered the conversation was 


upon the crops and local matters of 
which I knew little or nothing. By 
decrees it turned upon other questions, 
such as politics, upon which I was en- 
abled now and again to offer an opin- 
ion, till, insensibly, I had worked my 
way into the little conclave and was 
thoroughly at my ease. Naturally, 
seated ai we were round a comfortable 
tiro, with soothing pipe and cheery 
glati, WP felt on the best of terms with 
all the world. Anecdotes and stories 
of all kinds were narrated by each of 
us in turn, varied occasionally by per- 
sonal remarks, banter and repartee, 
which only tended to increase our 
f 


ood humor. Our worthy host, who 
ad a fluent tongue and an unfailing 


fund of anecdote, was in the midst of 
narrating some hunting experiences, 
when a cry of alarm—it was hardly a 
shriek—caused him to break off sud- 
denly and make his way to the passage. 
Our curiosity being aroused, we fol- 
lowed him more leisurely to learn 
whence the cry proceeded. In the hall 
we found the explanation. The host's 
wife had been surprised by finding one 
of her children seated at the foot of the 
stairs in his night-shirt, endeavoring to 
lace up an imaginary pair of boots, 
with the intention apparently of going 
out. 
The boy was afterwards induced 


to return to bed, and we on our part 
resumed our seats in the parlor. 


This little incident caused our con- 


versation to turn upon sleep-walking, 
and many were the theories advanced 
as to the origin and cure of the infirm- 
ity. Our host informed us that his son 
had on one or two previous occasions 
walked in his sleep, but could hardly 
be considered a confirmed somnambu- 
list. The family were one evening 
having supper, when they were startled 
by the youngster suddenly walking in, 
in his night-dress, and then going to 
the fire-place, where he strove his oest 
to get up the chimney. But the freaks 
of this youngsC>r were not to be com- 
pared with those of a school-fellow of 
the clergyman's son above mentioned, 
who narrated to us the story of the 
really remarkable feats performed dur- 
ing his sleep. Incredible as the story 
may appear, I have every reason to be- 
lieve tnat the facts were by no means 
exaggerated; but of this my readers 
can judge, as I will repeat the narra- 
tive to the best of my ability as I 
heard it: 


"I was educated," said the clergy- 


man's son, "at a grammar-school near 
Leeds, and among the boys was the son 
of a wealthyf armer in the neighborhood. 
Young Buckridge was dull and incapa- 
ble ol learning. 
Att ha 


•Mmed to center upon the horses and 
cattle he had. left, and his only wist 
was to be able to leave his books and 
return to his former playmates on the, 
farm. It -was both painful and irk- 
some to him to prepare his lessons, for 
he could never retain anything long 
in his memory, although he might have 
labored for hours to master his task. 
In spite of every encouragement on the 
part of the master to bnghten up the 
boy's faculties, no signs of improve- 
ment could be seen. He seemed to be- 
come daily more wearied and tired of 
the disagreeable struggle he had to 
maintain to prepare his lessons. This 
state of things went on for some time, 
when suddenly an inexplicable change 
became manifestin the mannerin which 
Buckridge prepared the tasks he was 
set. He who had been the dullest and 
most callous of scholars suddenly be- 
came the most correct and perfect in 
the school. Formerly he had been un- 
able to struggle through his exercises, 
but now they were found to be care- 
fully written and almost faultless.

Buck- 
ridge walked to his desk, took out his 
bowks, arranged them in proper order, 
and began to study. The master,think- 
ing it was atrickontheboy'spart.shook 
and pinched him repeatedly, but with- 
out avail. Tlje boy was insensible to 
everything. 
Having gone through all 


his lessons and mastered them, he 
walked up to the principal's desk and 
went through his imaginary examina- 
tion with ease. The master informed 
the principal of what he had seen, and 
it was decided to watch his perform- 
ance again the next night. 
Again the 


boy rose, stole stealthily down to the 
kitchen, lit a lamp and repaired to the 
school-room. 
Here he once more 


opened his desk and prepared his less- 
sons, with the addition of writing out 
an exercise. This finished, he walked 
up to tho master's desk, where he re- 
peated hia lessons accurately in their 
proper succession. He even answered 
correctly several questions the master 
(was supposed to) put to him; and 
having passed through the ordeal he 
returned with his lamp to the kitchen, 
and finally found his way back to bed. 


"On being questioned next morning 


as to how he became so perfect in his 
lessons, he declared he could not say, 
for it surprised himself. That his sleep 
was real was undoubted, for he knew 
nothing of his nightly wanderings; nor 
was his vision affected when a atrong 
light was held up close to his eyes. 
There can be no doubt that the worry 
attending his studies had preyed upon 
his rniiid, and his brain was still affect- 
ed by the excitement aud anxiety they 
caused him, even when his physical 
sensibilities were deadened by sleep." 


This story was listened to with keen 


attention by the small knot of interest- 
ed listeners, and it was apparent at the 
close of the narrative that there was an 
inclination to doubt the veracity of the 
narrator. 
But whatever doubts we 


may have entertained speedily vanished 
when the doctor, a good specimen of 
the old-fashioned courtly English gen- 
tleman, ventured to observe that he 
was perfectly satisfied in his own mind 
of the genuineness of the story, for he 
had once in his own experience met 
with a case offering quite as many re- 
markable points as that we had just 
heard described. He was, he remarked, 
perfectly ready and willing to narrate 
the details of tbe case, if we cared to 
be troubled with a second narrative. 
Being assured that we were all eager 
to learn the particulars of his story, 
the doctor at once began: 


"It was one Sunday evening in Oc- 


tober that I received an urgent sum- 
mons to go round to see a lad in tho 
employment of a butcher close by. 
Apparantly, the lad had caused great 
alarm by his extraordinary behavior. 
It seems that he had sat down in a 
chair during the evening and dropped 
asleep. Presently he started up, went 
for his whip, put on his spurs, and pro- 
ceeded direct to the stable. The saddle 
not being in its usual place, he returned 
to the house for it, and being asked 
why he wanted it, he replied, to go 
his rounds. Returning to the stable, 
he mounted the horse, without a sad- 
dle. As he was powerfully iriade, it 
was only after considerable struggling 
that he was forced from the horse and 
taken indoors. At this moment I ar- 
rived upon the scene. The boy appar- 
ently seemed to think himself stopped 
at the turnpike gate. Taking sixpence 
out of his poolet, he held it out to 
pay the toll, and 
demanded the 


change. The sixpence was returned 
to him, when he stated he wanted no 
nonsense, but his change. Three pence 
halfpenny was then handed to him. 
•None of your gammon—that is not 
right,' was his immediate reply; 'I 
want a penny more'—making his 
proper change. This being given him, 
he made the motion of whipping and 
spurring his horse on. 
Being held 


down on his chair by force, he peremp- 
torily ordered us to get out of his way 
and to let go his horse, or he would 
soon make us. He again spurred his 
steed, apparently to make it restive 
and to kick, crying out to us 'to let go 
its head.' Being afterward taken into 
the shop, he was asked what orders he 
had taken. 
He then proceeded to go 


.through the list of the customers, stat- 
ing what each had ordered, naming 
rump steak for one, shoulder of mut- 
ton for a second, leg of lamb for a 
third, and so on. Ordered to clean up 
the shop, he at once tucked up his 
sleeves preparatory to executing the 
order, it was only by main force that 
he was prevented. 


"Thinking there might be some 


trickery at the bottom of this extra- 
ordinary conduct, I suggested that a 
good thrashing might teach him better 
manners. Several heavy strokes from 
a riding-whip were then laid across 
his back, but failed to cause anv im- 


pression. After certain otter meastmaj 
baft baen adopted, be" woke up with » 
start, being quite at a loss to under- 
stand the scene around him. He could 
not be persuaded that he had been do- 
ing anything but sleeping, and it was 
evident that he was perfectly uncon- 
scious of what had passed. He recol- 
lected very well several things he had 
done just before he fell asleep, but after 
that all was blank. His eyes were sev- 
eral times forced open during his 
trance, and the pupils contracted and 
dilated, but his vision was unaffected. 
When I first saw him his pulse was one 
hundred and thirty-six, full and hard; 
but afterwards it sank to eighty, with 
a slight perspiration on his forehead. 
I afterwards learned that he had shortly 
before been attacked by fever, which 
had affected his head. 
"Strange and unaccountable as this 


story may appear, I can assure you 
that it is not a solitary one, for I have 
been called in to attend many other 
cases of somnambulism, though none 
were so pronounced and striking as 
that which I have just described." 


These cases clearly prove, as dreams 


also do, that our mental faculties are 
by no means torpid during sleep; and 
it is curious that persons who are of 
sleep-waking habits should be able 
during sleep to do many things, and to 
,accomplish safely many reckless feats, 
from which they would shrink with 
dread when not under the influence of 
sleep.—Chambers' Journal.
